THE PERIOD OF RECOVERY. 


WE have several times pointed out, since 
the crisis of last fall, how well the booktrade 
has held its own amongst other trades in the 
face of financial depression. In the latter 
part of last year, and in the early part of this 
year, there was evidence, indeed, that the 
booktrade was doing quite as well as a year 
before, and in some respects better. Within 
the past few weeks, however, the booktrade 
has felt more than before the indirect influ- 
ence of the depression, and there has been 
more or less anxiety as to the future outlook. 
Business is reported bad—that is, purchases 
are more restricted and collections are more 
difficult. It should be remembered that at 
this season of the year there is always a lull 
and a relative depression in the booktrade; 
and that this year this depression is apt to be 
exaggerated by the uncertainties of a presi- 
dential campaign, although this last is more a 
“bogie” than a reality. It nevertheless re- 
mains true, we think, that the booktrade is 
doing not less well, probably better, than 
other trades. 

But it is also true that the whole country 
and all callings, except possibly that of the 
farmer, are passing through a period of re- 
covery. That means that everything is on a 
lower and safer level, but with an upward 
trend. It was weeks and months before the 
financial situation was cleared by the sale on 
the stock exchanges of securities which had 
been pledged as collateral. This process has 
Probably been completed. The stringency in 





the money market is a thing of the past, and 
there is now capital seeking investment, how- 
ever timid it may be in actually making in- 
vestments. In our own trade, retail book- 
sellers are feeling the general tendency of 
economy and buying from hand to mouth, so 
that the publishers’ large sales are less, while 
jobbers’ small sales aggregate more. We are all 
feeling the economy which comes, necessarily 
and wholesomely, after extravagance. This 
is as it should and must be, and the book- 
trade has no reason to complain or to feel 
afraid of the near future. 

We can take little stock in prosperity forced 
by legislation or promoted by “sunshine” so- 
cieties or “hurrah” methods. But the funda- 
mental fact is that the greatest producing 
body, the agricultural class, is prosperous, and 
that because of this the other classes which 
ultimately depend on this foundation will 
again become prosperous as soon as normal 
conditions are restored. No one knows what 
may be the results of the nominating conven- 
tions or of the presidential election; but, on 
the other hand, no one really fears that the 
country will be in danger by any result within 
present possibilities. The outlook is good, 
and the fact that we are slowed down for the 
moment is the best evidence that everything 
is really going well. 

SPANISH BOOKTRADE USAGES. 

In reply to the following questions ad- 
dressed by the manager of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association to E. Bailly-Balliere, of 
the Spanish Booktrade Association at Ma- 
drid: 

(1) Is a list obtainable of publishers of 
newspapers, periodicals and books in Madrid? 

(2) How can information be obtained of 
the financial standing of such publishers? 

(3) What method of payment (where ac- 
counts are on a cash-on-delivery or cash- 
with-order basis) is acceptable to Spanish 
publishers and booksellers; part cash with 
order or draft on New York banker on 
presentation of bill of lading? Mr. Bailly- 
Balliere replied as follows: 

(1) The list of publishers of newspapers, 
periodicals and books in Madrid will be 
found in “ The Commercial Guide of Madrid, 
published by Bailly-Balliere & Co., of Madrid, 
at 6.75 pesetas. 


(2) Information can be obtained from the 
Asociacion de la Libreria Espafiola, at the 


‘rate of I peseta for each inquiry. 


(3) The condition of sale to booksellers is 
generally by draft, at three, six, nine and 
twelve months after receipt of the merchan- 
dise according to the amount of the orders 
and the standing of the firm. When books 
are sent on consignment, an accounting is 
made semi-annually of the number of books 


sold. 
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THE WORK OF THE AMERICAN BAP- 
TIST PUBLICATION SOCIETY. 
Tue Board of Managers of the American 
Baptist Publication Society in their eighty- 
fourth annual report state that “while most 
lines of trade have suffered severe setbacks 
during the past year, the Society’s business 
has apparently been unaffected, showing a 
substantial increase each month, the total for 

the year being $61,282.75.” 

The heaviest expense borne by the Publish- 
ing Department is that of maintaining Branch 
Houses in certain sections of the country 
where the Baptist constituency is not large 
enough to make their business profitable. Be- 
sides this the Publishing Department bears all 
the administrative and other expenses of the 
Missionary Department; of keeping up the 
work of the National Teacher-training Insti- 
tute; of publishing the periodicals, books, etc., 
of the Baptist Young People’s Union of 
America, etc., all told, at least $30,000 yearly. 

Continuing, the report says that, “while the 
business of selling our own books during the 
year has been successful, the conditions which 
continue to exist in the general booktrade 
render that part of our business unsatisfac- 
tory and unprofitable. To conduct this de- 
partment it is necessary to carry a large stock 
of miscellaneous books, and thus tie up much 
capital in a business which is risky and lack- 
ing in profit. It was hoped that the organiza- 
tion of the American Publishers’ Association 
and the American Booksellers’ Association 
several years ago would result in establishing 
the trade on a sound commercial basis, but 
these hopes have not been realized. No Moses 
has yet arisen to lead the disorganized tribes 
of booksellers out of the wilderness of cut 
prices and discounts. We shall therefore in 
all probability be ob]iged to curtail this de- 
partment of our business and turn our atten- 
tion, as we have indicated above, more largely 
than. ever to the exploitation of our own 
publications. 

“Despite all these and other difficulties with 
which we are obliged to contend, the outlook 
for our business as a whole was never more 
assuring. We have nothing but the most op- 
timistic anticipations for the coming year. 

“The aggregate receipts from sales in the 
Publishing Department for the year are 
$725,978.40; merchandise, $376,678.36; period- 
icals, $340,300.04. Last year the aggregate 
receipts in this department were $664,695.65 ; 
merchandise, $318,840.25; periodicals, $315,- 
855.40, showing an increase of $61,282.75. 
This increase, considering the business de- 
pression during the six later months of the 
year, is very gratifying.” 

Concerning its new building at the north- 
west corner of Seventeenth and Chestnut 
Streets, in Philadelphia, which the Society 
expects to occupy in June, the report says: “It 
is seven stories in height, forty-four feet on 
Chestnut Street and one hundred and twenty- 
two on Seventeenth Street. It is of the best 
steel construction, with Mt. Airy granite walls 
to the second floor, and light Kittanning 
bricks and terra cotta from the second to the 
seventh floors. It is fitted with every modern 
appliance, and furnished throughout with all 


conveniences in the way of light, water and 
heat. The first floor and basement will be 
occupied by the retail departments of the 
Society. On the second floor will be the ex- 
ecutive and editorial offices. On this floor, 
also, there will be a hall sufficiently large to 
seat about two hundred and fifty persons, and 
adjoining this, and opening into it, a Board 
Room for the meetings of the Board and 
other organizations. The five upper floors are 
offered for rent, and a large number of the 
offices on these floors have already been 
taken. The building, when fully completed 
and furnished, will cost about $190,000, mak- 
ing the entire cost of lot and building about 
$400,000... . At a recent meeting of your 
Board is was decided to call the new struc- 
ture the Roger Williams Building, in honor 
of the man who was the first in this country, 
if not in the world, to define and put in prac- 
tice the principles of religious liberty.” 


THE AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY 
RETRENCHES. 


Economy was the keynote of the annual 
meeting of the American Tract Society, held 
on May 13, in the Marble Collegiate Church, 
and William Phillips Hall, president of the 
society, predicted through it a saving of 
$20,000 a year. Three secretaryships were 
abolished, resulting in a saving of half of the 
$20,000. He recommended the sale of the 
building owned by the society at No. 150 
Nassau Street. It is valued at $2,000,000, and 
is mortgaged for $1,250,000. Mr. Hall said 
the executive committee was in favor of the 
sale. 

The report of Louis Tag, the treasurer, 
showed, deducting all expenses, a balance in 
the treasury of $217.53 for 1907. Mr. Shearer, 
the secretary, reported publications in twenty- 
three languages issued during the year and 
distribution of printed matter costing $2r1,- 
807.07. 

The meeting was on the eighty-third anni- 
versary of the society’s organization. 


WHEN BOOKS WILL BE NO MORE. 


Dr. Maraco, of Paris, according to news- 
paper report, is photographing the human 
voice, and with a powerful magnifying glass 
is able to read the records of a person talking. 
It is maintained by certain scientists, whose 
names are not given, that these voice photo- 
graphs eventually will take the place of writ- 
ing and alphabets altogether. Stenography, 
too, would be abolished. Instead of writing 
a letter the sender would talk into the micro- 
phone, pull out the strip of zigzags when 
through and post it. Forgery would be out 
of the question, for it is absolutely impossible 
to deceive the electric needle, which faith- 
fully records every shade of tone. For books 
and newspapers the idea is to have a conven- 
tional imitation of zigzags of the various 
vowels and consonants in the form of type, 
which will be set in lines like ordinary printed 
matter. Telephone conversations would be 
as binding as a written contract to-day. 
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THE SAALFIELD PUBLISHING CO. 
SUCCEEDS GEORGE W. OGILVIE. 
THE SAALFIELD PUBLISHING CoMPANY, of 

Akron, Ohio, has just completed the purchase 

of the books and bookplates of George W. 

Ogilvie and George W. Ogilvie & Company, 

of Chicago. By this deal The Saalfield Pub- 

lishing Company becomes owner of, and will 
hereafter manufacture and publish, one of the 
largest lines of Teachers’ Bibles made in this 
country. This line, which in the future will 
be known as the Saalfield Teachers’ Bibles, 
are made in all styles of binding to the num- 
ber of forty-six editions, including the new 

Self-Pronouncing, Red-letter Bibles that have 

become so popular. They likewise have ref- 

erences, concordance, helps to the study of 
the Bible, etc., with several editions printed 
on India paper. 

The largest part of the purchase, however, 
is that of the famous “Webster Imperial Dic- 
tionary” and its various abridgments, known 
as “Webster’s Inter-Collegiate Dictionary,” 
“Webster’s Adequate Dictionary,” “Webster’s 
Sterling Dictionary” and “Webster’s Brief 
Imperial Dictionary.” 

The miscellaneous publications of Mr. Ogil- 
vie were also included in the purchase by The 
Saalfield Publishing Company, so that the 
transaction means no small addition to the 
already large list of this firm. 

Mr. Ogilvie’s retirement from active busi- 
ness is due to consideration for his health, 
and is certain to be only temporary. 





A. C. McCLURG & CO”S WHOLESALE 
BUILDING. 


A. C. McCriure & Co.’s wholesale building 
at 457-477 Ohio Street, within a stone’s throw 
of Lake Michigan, Chicago, is practically com- 
pleted and hereafter all orders will be filled 
from there. The building is four stories 
high, 240 feet long and 100 feet deep, the 
four stories thus affording a total floor space 
of 120,000 square feet. One floor of this 
building has over six miles of running shelv- 
ing, which gives a fair idea of the immensity 
of the structure. The building is of brick 
and reinforced concrete, of heavy mill con- 
struction, and equipped throughout with a 
sprinkler system, and divided by fire doors of 
approved construction. 

The offices of President Zimmerman and 
of O. T. McClurg will be moved to this 
building, and the buyers, Mr. Fay, Mr. Leh- 
man, Mr. Hewitt, Mr. Walduck and the others 
will have suitable quarters there.

DR. GOULD’S “CONCERNING LAFCA- 
DIO HEARN” DENOUNCED. 


CONSIDERABLE feeling has been aroused in 
certain quarters over the publication of Dr. 
George M. Gould’s book, “Concerning Lafea- 
dio Hearn.” Some of Hearn’s friends, among 
them Ellwood Hendrick, have tried to induce 
Dr. Gould and his publishers, George W. 
Jacobs & Co., to withdraw the book from cir- 
culation, claiming that the memory of Hearn 
had been villified, and that unless their de- 
mands were complied with an appeal would 
be made to the courts. Dr. Gould and his 
publishers have maintained silence since they 
were first approached in the matter on May 
10. Mr. Hendrick, in defense of Hearn, 
prints in the New York Times for May 14 
several letters from Lafcadio Hearn concern- 
ing his relations with Dr. Gould. 





CAN’T HELP UNION BOOKBINDERS. 


THE Central Federated Union received let- 
ters on May 9 from Comptroller Metz and 
other New York City officials in reply to the 
ccmplaint of the Bookbinders’ Union, noted 
in our issue for May 2, that while union 
American bookbinders were going idle the 
books for the New York Public Library were 
bound by an English firm which has a con- 
tract for the work. The complaints requested 
that the work should be given to the union 
bookbinders of New York. 

The city officials in reply said that they had 
no authority over the matter, and recom- 
mended the central body to communicate 
with the trustees of the different corporations 
in charge of the libraries.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Wittram S. Craic, for years connected 
with the stationery department of J. B. Lip- 
pincott Co., died on April 19, in Atlantic City, 
N. J. Mr.’ Craig was a native of Philadelphia, 
Pa., and as a boy entered the employ of the 
J. B. Lippincott Company. In time he be- 
came head of their extensive department of 
bric-a-brac, stationery and decorative goods in 
general. When the Lippincotts withdrew 
from the jobbing business Mr. Craig became 
the agent in Philadelphia, Baltimore and con- 
tiguous territory for Eberhard Faber. Three 
years ago ill health obliged him to retire to 
Atlantic City for treatment, but he could not 
be cured. 

Lupovic Hatfvy, one of the best-known 
and most admired of the French novelists and 
dramatists of his time, died in Paris on May 
8. Halévy was born on January 1, 1834, in 
Paris. After graduating from the Lycée 
Louis-le-Grand he took a position in the 
Colonial Ministry, which he held for upwards 
of ten years. There Offenbach found him 
and induced him to write some opera librettos 
which were successful. These were brought 
out under the pseudonym of “Jules Seviéres.” 
After he left the government service he 
formed a literary alliance with Henri Meilhac, 
with whom he wrote “La Belle Helene,” 
“Orphee aux Enfers,”’ “Barbe Bleu,” “La 
Grande Duchesse,” etc., the music for which 
was composed by Offenbach; “Carmen,” the 
music for which was composed by Bizet, 
Halévy’s cousin, and many others. Among 
their plays “Frou-Frou” is probably the best- 
known as it was also the most successful. 
Among the works that Halévy wrote alone 
his “L’Abbe Constantin” is the most popular 
as it is also the most charming. It passed 
through 150 editions in France alone, and has 
appeared in numerous translations in English, 
German, Italian and other languages. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

TWENTY-FIVE years of ownership and edi- 
torial direction of The World by Joseph 
Pulitzer were celebrated on Saturday even- 
ing, May 9, in the enlarged Pulitzer building, 
New York City, which was thrown open to a 
great number of invited guests, including men 
of prominence in national, state and city af- 
fairs. Congratulations were received from 
all over the country and from foreign shores. 
A brilliant display of fireworks took place in 
City Hall Park between nine o’clock and mid- 
night. At the stroke of twelve the huge 
presses, including two new ones just in- 
stalled, began to turn out the last sections of 
the anniversary number of The World—a 
marvel of journalism, consisting of two hun- 
dred and fifty pages. 


THE June number of McClure’s Magazine 
will appear in a new cover of formal design, 
which it is proposed to use as a permanent 
standard. The function of a magazine cover 
is presumably to hold together and facilitate 
the handling of the pages; but this fact seems 
to have been very largely lost sight of in the 
over-development of cover decoration which 
has taken place during the past ten years. 








The use of color and of pictorial effects has 
become increasingly extravagant with a view 
to attracting attention on the newsstands, 
until in the midst of the riot thus created no- 
body can be heard. For many years Mr. 
McClure has sought a design for a cover of 
his magazine which would have the dignity 
and distinction requisite to permanent use, 
and after frequent disappointments has met 
with what he believes to be a successful cover 
in the design of T, M. Cleland, of New York, 
who has made an exhaustive study of this 
particular problem. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


ARTHUR GoopRICH, whose new novel, 
“Gleam o’ Dawn,” has just been published 
by D. Appleton & Co., is thirty years old. He 
is a graduate of Wesleyan University, and 
after his graduation at the Connecticut col- 
lege he took a post-graduate degree at Colum- 
bia University, having been appointed Univer- 
sity Scholar in English there. In 1900 he 
joined the staff of the World’s Work and 
helped to prepare the first number of the mag- 
azine. Later he served as managing editor of 
that publication for nearly three years. He 
left that position to ally himself with the Out- 
ing Company. In 1904 he went abroad, where, 
with headquarters in London, he represented 
editorially both Outing and The American 
Magazine. Aiter the publication of his suc- 
cessful first novel, “The Balance of Power,” 
Mr. Goodrich decided to devote his time to 
his novels, and “Gleam o’ Dawn” is his latest 
achievement.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


_Orto Harrassowi7z, Leipzig, has just pub- 
lished the “Jahrbuch der Biicherpreise,” the 
record of European book auctions, exclusive 
of the English, for 1907, edited by C. Beck. 
The volume, which is the second of the series, 
has made great strides in the direction of 
completeness, having almost doubled in size. 
(10+414 p. 16°, cl., 11 marks.) 


THE Boston Book Company have just 
brought out the first volume of “The Maga- 
zine Subject-Index: a subject-index to seven- 
ty-nine American and English periodicals, 
forty-four indexed from their first issues to 
December 31, 1907, thirty-five indexed for 
the year 1907.” This work, which has been 
compiled by Frederick Winthrop Faxon, is 
unique in that it indexes nothing that is in- 
cluded in Poole’s Index, the “Library Index” 
or “Reader’s Guide,” and therefore supplies 
a welcome link in periodical literature, as it 
places seventy-nine sets of periodicals within 
easy reach of the public, the student and the 
Investigator. As its name implies, it is a 


subject-index, not an author or title index, 
though in many cases the title is used as 
best covering the subject. (276 p. 4°, cl., $3 
net; hf. mor., $4 net.) The index of the 
magazines included in “The Magazine Sub- 
ject-Index” is continued quarterly in The 
Bulletin of Bibliography, and will be cumu- 
lated annually.

The book will 
also contain a frontispiece, six illustrations in 
colors and twenty-eight chapter headings 
made from photographs of the author’s pets. 
The cover design and end papers will pre- 
sent a pleasing design of pet animals in a 
harmony of green, white and brown. 

THE Oxrorp UNIvErsITy Press is about to 
publish, in two volumes, a new edition of 
Stow’s “Survey of London,” an accurate re- 
print of the edition of 1603, Stow’s true work 
thus being made generally accessible in the 
form in which he wrote it for the first time 
after 300 years. The “Survey” has been ed- 
ited, with a long introduction and notes, by 
C. L. Kingsford, who was responsible for 
the Oxford Edition of “Chronicles of Lon- 
don.” Mr. Kingsford has aimed in the notes 
to correct any errors of statement or fact 
which might be found, to trace as far as pos- 
sible the sources of Stow’s information, to 
supplement the text with fresh matter from 
Stow’s own collections, and to illustrate it 
within a reasonable compass, by quotations 
irom contemporary writers. A map of Lon- 
don circa 1600 has been specially prepared for 
this edition. A second volume of “The Eng- 
lish Factories in India,” by William Foster, 
1s also announced by the Oxford University 
Press. Documents in the India Office and 
British Museum to the number of 376 have 
been calendared for this volume, the period 
covered being 1622-1623, years of considerable 
Importance in the history of the English set- 
tlements in the East. ;

“The One—and I, the Story of a Novel Woo- 
ing,” a story of the Canadian Northwest; 
also, two books for young people—“The Four 
Corners at School,” by Amy E. Blanchard, 
which will form the third volume in the Corner 
Series, intended for girls of from twelve to 
sixteen years of age; and “The Land of 
Never Was,” a story of three little children, 
who, while they are blowing soap bubbles, 
are mysteriously imprisoned inside of one of 
them and thus wafted up into the sky. They 
drift into the Mother Goose country, where 
they are told why the cow jumped over the 
moon, why Jack and Jill went up the hill and 
where they gain a great deal of other odd 
and interesting information. 


THe MaAcmMILtAN Company publish this 
week “A Mother’s Year Book,” by Marion 
Foster Washburne, which in simple. untech- 
nical fashion deals with the care of the in- 
fant, month by month, through the first year of 
its existence; “The Unicorn from the Stars,” 
a new play written by William Butler Yeats, 
in collaboration with Lady Gregory, one of 
the staunchest supporters of the little Dublin 
Theatre; “Electricity: What Is It?” by Pro- 
fessor W. Denham Verschoyle, who presents 
the results of the latest research in compact 
and readable form; “The Age of Revolution,” 
by the Rev. William Holden Hutton, B.D., in 
the Church Universal Series; “Tine Gospel of 
Pain,” by Thomas J. Hardy, whose object is

It is safe to say that in the earlier part 01 
the nineteenth century no story by an Amer- 
ican author was so popular as “Peter Rugg, 
the Missing Man,” written by William Austin. 
Originally appearing in the New England 
Galaxy for September 10, 1830, it was imme- 
diately widely copied over the whole country, 
and excited the greatest interest. Curiously 
enough, however, it does not appear that the 
story was ever printed alone in book form, 
and the R. E. Lee Company, Kensington 
3uilding, 687 Boylston Street, Boston, who 
announce the book for early publication, are 
the first to give the story its real due, for a 
more artistic bit of mystic-character sketch 
does not exist. A few years after the orig- 
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inal story appeared Austin wrote a sequel to 
it, which, for some unaccountable reason—as 
it is fully as entertaining as the first part— 
has been almost entirely forgotten, and 1s 
known to only a very few people. This is 
also included in the volume, which will be 
tastefully printed in two colors, though the 
illustrations, of which there are several, will 
appear only in black and white. Colonel 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson adds an inter- 
esting touch to the volume in his introduction, 
where he speaks of William Austin as the 
precursor of Hawthorne, and shows to what 
extent the latter was influenced by Austin. 
They expect to bring out about June 15 
“The Power Supreme,” a novel of church 
and state in South America. ‘The author, 
Francis C. Nicholas, has spent many years in 
Central and South America among the In- 
dians, and in his forthcoming book gives a 
description of their life and the general cus- 
toms of the South Americans. Part of the 
story is laid in the rubber country, and shows 
in a new light the peonage among the In- 
dians. Another book announced for early 
publication is “The Debate of the Body and 
the Soul,” taken from an early fourteenth 
century manuscript and modernized by the 
late Professor Child, of Harvard. Although 
the theme, the Body blaming the Soul and 
the Soul the Body for its short-comings, 
is common to nearly every language, still the 
peem itself is almost unknown at the present 
time. Professor Child brought out a very 
small edition as a gift for his friends several 
years ago, and it is next to impossible to get 
a copy now. In the present reprint, for the 
publication of which special permission was 
granted by the Child heirs, Professor George 
Lyman Kittredge has written a most schol- 
arly essay. The volume will be printed on 
English hand-made paper, Miss Marion L. 
Peabody, the sister of Josephine Preston Pea- 
bedy, the poet, contributing the simple illus- 
tration in keeping with the subject. The edi- 
tion will be limited to seven hundred and 
eighty copies, of which seven hundred and 
fifty only will be offered for sale, all plates 
being destroyed after printing.
